THE ABOVE NAMED COMPLAINING WITNESS BEING DULY SWORN, ON 
INFORMATION AND BELIEF, STATES THAT: 

COUNT 1: POLITICAL SOLICITATION BY PUBLIC EMPLOYEE 

The above-named defendant, on about October 6, 2009, at 901 North 9th Street, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, did remain in a building occupied by Milwaukee County 
government for the purpose of requesting or collecting a contribution, all contrary 
to Sections 11.36(4) and 11.61(1)(c) of the Wisconsin Statutes. 

AS TO COUNT 1: 

Upon conviction of this offense, an unclassified misdemeanor, the defendant may 
be fined not more than $1000, or imprisoned not more than six months or both. 

COUNT 2: POLITICAL SOLICITATION BY PUBLIC EMPLOYEE 

The above-named defendant, on about December 3, 2009, at 901 North 9th 
Street, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, did remain in a building occupied by Milwaukee 
County government for the purpose of requesting or collecting a contribution, ail 
contrary to Sections 1 1 .36(4) and 1 1 .61 (1 )(c) of the Wisconsin Statutes. 

AS TO COUNT 2: 

Upon conviction of this offense, an unclassified misdemeanor, the defendant may 
be fined not more than $1000, or imprisoned not more than six months or both. 

Complainant states that he is a Milwaukee County District Attorney Investigator 
and bases his compiaint upon the sources of information identified in the 
paragraphs below. 

A. AUTHORIZATION OF DOE JUDGE 

This investigation was conducted under the auspices of an ongoing Milwaukee 
County John Doe investigation, Milwaukee County Case No. 10JD000007. The 
Honorable Neal Nettesheim presides over this John Doe proceeding. The John 
Doe is subject to a Secrecy Order. To the extent that the John Doe investigation 
relates to Darlene Wink, former County Executive Scott Walker and such other 
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individuals as are named in this complaint, Judge Nettesheim has authorized the 
release of information necessary for the prosecution of this criminal matter. 

B. IDENTIFICATION OF RELEVANT PARTIES 

For purposes of this complaint, the foliowing persons are identified in 
alphabetical order and described by role as it relates to this criminai complaint. 

Dieck, Rose Ann. Rose Ann Dieck was the membership chairperson for the 
Republican Party of Milwaukee County. She also served as the chair of the 
Southwest Suburban branch of the Republican Party of Milwaukee County 
.(RPMC). 

Evenson, Tom. Mr. Evenson was a field representative with the campaign 
committee known as the Friends of Scott Walker. 

Fadness, Joseph. Joseph Fadness was the Operations Manager for the 
campaign committee known as the Friends of Scott Walker. 

Hoisington, Josh. Mr. Hoisington was a member of the RPMC and served as 
the chairperson for the West Allis-West Milwaukee branch of the RPMC. 

Karst, David. David Karst was the chairman of the Republican Party of 
Milwaukee County. 

RPIVIC. This acronym identifies the Republican Party of Milwaukee County 
(RPMC). 

Ripka, Herb. Mr. Ripka (referred to as "Herb" in a number of the Wink e-mails 
set forth below) was the Secretary of the Republican Party of Milwaukee County. 
Mr. Ripka was responsible for issues related to the RPMC web site and RPMC 
mass e-mail notifications. 

Russell, Timothy D. Mr. Russell was the Deputy Chief of Staff in the Office of 
the County Executive at times relevant to this complaint prior to March 2010. In 
March 201 0, he was given the position of Housing Director for the Department of 
Health and Human Services. Mr. Russell also served as the Treasurer for the 
Republican Party of Milwaukee County. 

Walker, Scott K. Mr. Walker, the current Governor of the State of Wisconsin, 
was at all times relevant to this criminal complaint the County Executive of 
Milwaukee County. Mr. Walker was also a candidate for Governor, and he was 
the candidate supported by the campaign committee known as the Friends of 
Scott Walker. 

Wink, Darlene. Ms. Wink was an employee responsible for Constituent Services 
in the Office of the Milwaukee County Executive. She was the First Vice 
Chairperson of the Republican Party of Milwaukee County.

C. VENUE AND JURISDICTION 

Based upon a review of Ms. Wink's personnel file which was produced pursuant 
to a John Doe subpoena by Candace Richards of the Department of Human 
Resources of Milwaukee County, Ms. Wink resided at 3876 East Holmes 
Avenue, Cudahy, Wisconsin at all times relevant to this complaint. 

The Human Resources records reflect that Ms. Wink was employed as an 
Executive Assistant in the Office of the County Executive for the period of May 
30, 2002 to May 14, 2010. Wink worked on Constituent Services issues. 

The Office of the County Executive is located in the Milwaukee County 
Courthouse at 901 North 9 th Street, City of Milwaukee, State of Wisconsin. 

Milwaukee County is a political subdivision of the State of Wisconsin. 

D. STATUTES AND RULES APPLICABLE TO MILWAUKEE COUNTY 
EMPLOYEE CONDUCT 

Wisconsin Statutes Section 11.36(4) provides: 

No person may enter or remain in any building, office or room 
occupied for any purpose by . . . any political subdivision [of the 
State] ... or send or direct a ietter or other notice thereto for the 
purpose of requesting or collecting a contribution. 

Wisconsin Statutes Section 11.36(2) provides: 

No person may solicit or receive from any officer or employee of a 
political subdivision of this state any contribution or service for any 
political purpose during established hours of employment or while 
the officer or employee is engaged in his or her official duties. 

E. THE RECORDS OF THE CE RID IAN TIMEKEEPING SYSTEM FOR 
MILWAUKEE COUNTY DOCUMENT WHEN DARLENE WINK WAS WORKING 
AS AN EMPLOYEE AND WHEN SHE CLAIMED OFF-TIME 

I am familiar with a Milwaukee County timekeeping system known as the 
"Ceridian" system. In the course of this John Doe investigation, subpoenas were 
served upon Milwaukee County for records relating to the time reporting of 
Darlene Wink. These records reflect Wink's off-time due to vacation, personal 
holidays, sick time and other forms of sanctioned employee leave. Except as 
otherwise noted in the paragraphs below, when I refer to an action taken by 
Darlene Wink between the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. Monday through 
Friday, I have checked the Ceridian records and confirmed that Darlene Wink 
reported no employee off-time on that day. 
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F. FROM HER DESK IN THE MILWAUKEE COUNTY EXECUTIVE'S OFFICE, 
MS. WINK WORKED TO ORGANIZE AN EVENT SHE STYLED AS "HAPPY 
BIRTHDAY SCOTT," A FUNDRAISER COMMEMORATING SCOTT 
WALKER'S GUBERNATORIAL CANDIDACY AND HIS FORTY-SECOND 
BIRTHDAY 

In September 2009, the Friends of Scott Walker and the Republican Party of 
Milwaukee County were planning a November 6, 2009 fundraiser intended to 
honor Scott Walker's 42 nd birthday and the "one year out" point in time from the 
November 2, 2010 gubernatorial election. 

Ms. Wink used her county computer (at least in part) to plan this fundraiser 
event. Ms. Wink also used a personal laptop which she brought to work and 
which was equipped with a USB device allowing her to connect to the Internet. 

On May 14, 2010, the John Doe Judge issued a search warrant for the 
Milwaukee County computer used by Darlene Wink in the County Executive's 
Office. That computer was examined by Mr. James Krueger, a certified EnCase 
forensic computer examiner and the Information Technology Manager for the 
Milwaukee County District Attorney's Office. In the course of his examination of 
the county computer, Krueger first identified the fact that Wink used one Internet 
e-mail account, rpmcvp@yahoo.com . Subsequently, Krueger discovered the use 
of an account styled darlenewinkfajvahoo.com . On July 1 , 2010, following 
Preservation Letter requests 1 dated May 15, 2010 and May 21, 2010, the John 
Doe Judge issued a Search Warrant for the Internet e-mail accounts of 
rpmcvp@yahoo.com and darienewink(a3vahoo.com . 2 

Krueger also discovered certain Internet chat sessions on the county hard drive. 
Figure 1 is one such chat session with Joe Fadness. Joe Fadness was the 
Operations Manager for the campaign committee known as the Friends of Scott 
Walker. 

Besides being the Operations Manager for the Friends of Scott Walker, Joe 
Fadness stated he served with Darlene Wink in the County Executive's Office as 
an Intern from 2003 to 2005. Fadness Doe Testimony pages 24-25. 

Figure 1 is a partial segment of the chat session. It is dated Wednesday, 
September 16, 2009, a workday for Ms. Wink. The time listed within the chat is 
Greenwich Mean Time (GMT). Greenwich Mean Time is five hours ahead of 
Central Daylight Time (CDT). Consequently, the chat session shown in Figure 1 
took place between 10:51 a.m. and 10:55 a.m. CDT on September 16, 2009. 



1 By operation of law, a law enforcement official is authorized to request an Internet Service 
Provider (ISP) to preserve subscriber data in its custody. Once requested, the iSP must preserve 
that data for a period of at least ninety days until a Search Warrant - or other appropriate process 
- is forwarded to the ISP. See 18 U.S.C. § 2703(f). 

2 As developed in other parts of this John Doe investigation, Ms. Wink used a personal laptop 
computer while she worked in the County Executive Offices. That an e-mail was recovered from 
the account of rpmcvp@vahoo.com or darlenewink@yahoo.com is not necessarily evidence that 
Ms. Wink used her county computer to send or receive that e-mail.

Pursuant to John Doe subpoena, the telecommunications carrier Sprint produced 
records pertaining to a phone possessed by Dariene Wink. These records 
indicate that this chat (Figure 1) was preceded by a phone call made by Wink to 
Joe Fadness at (414) 507-9577 at 10:19 a.m. on September 16, 2009. The cail 
lasted about ninety seconds. Wink placed a second call to Fadness, the 
campaign Operations Manager, at 4:49 p.m. that same day. This call also lasted 
about a minute and one-half. 

In his John Doe testimony, while Mr. Fadness stated he did not remember this 
precise chat conversation (Figure 1), Fadness confirmed that this was an 
apparent transcript of a chat between himself and Darlene Wink. Fadness Doe 
Transcript page 75. Of the fundraising events he arranged with Ms. Wink, Mr. 
Fadness had trouble recollecting which event and venue that this chat 
concerned. Fadness testified (at Doe Transcript page 75 - 76):

Sprint cell phone 
records indicate that this e-mai! was preceded by a twelve minute phone call 
initiated by Wink to Fadness at 12:48 p.m.

On Friday September 25, 2009, at 
9:23 a.m., while she was at work, 
Wink replied to Fadness and she 
noted that Fadness has changed her 
donor categories. Compare Figure 3 
(Wink's invitation listing Silver at 
$250, Gold at $500, and Platinum at 
$1 ,000) to Figure 4 (Fadness' 
invitation listing Silver at $100, Gold 
at $250, and Platinum at $500).

In this chat, the Walker Operations Manager (Fadness) promised to send along 
an updated invitation. There was also a discussion about securing the services 
of Emcee James T. Harris, and Darlene Wink offered to reach out to him, but she

warns Fadness that - because she is "swamped" - she wouldn't be able to do so 
untii lunch or after work. See Figure 6. Wink advised Fadness that she did an 
"insert card" with a new precious metal category - copper. The chat ended at 
9:37 a.m., with the bulk of the conversation occurring between 9:23 a.m. and 
9:37 a.m. CDT. 

In an e-mail to Ms. Wink 4 on 
Thursday, October 1, 2009, at 
3:37 p.m. during Ms. Wink's 
workday, Mr. Fadness 
forwarded the updated 
invitation that he had promised 
at 9:29 a.m. the day before. 
This version incorporated a 
"Copper" category. See Figure 
7.
